New clue 


to the 
origins of 
species 


By the Staff of Nature 


Three scientists say they 
have identified the protein, 
albumin, in the fossilized re. 
mains of two extinct animals, 
a mammoth a Tasmania: 
wolf. 

Their discovery. is poren- 
tially important use it 
could open up a new field 
of invesigation for palaeo- 
biologists, and settle some 
old controversies. Unlike 
taxonomists. who classify ; 
living animals inro species, 
palaeobiologists, whose in- 
terest is extinct. species, 
have nor until now been able 
to use biochemical informa- 
tion. The chemical composi- 
tiou of living tissue decars 
over the miJlennia, leaving 
the palaeobiologist with 
little more than a feıy fossili- 
zed bones to measure in the 
hope of establishing species’ 
relationshins. 

But if the claim’ of Dr 
Jerold Lowenstein, of -the 
Australian National Univer. 
sity, and Dr Vircent Sarich 
and Dr Barry Richardson, of 
the University of California, 
is proved right. aE may 
change. Using raedio- 
immunoassay tachnique, they 
say they have detected albq- 
min in ground fossil frag. 
ments. The concentration of 
the albumin detected is only 
about 1: per cent of that 
found in living tisues, the re- 
maiuing 99 per cent haring : 
presumably decayed. 

Molecular biologists be: 
Tiere that by comparing the 
chemical srruçture of albumin. 
from different species, it is 
possible to gauge the inter- 
relationship of the species 
and even the date at which 
they diverged into separate 
species from a common arr 
cestry. Although a protein, 
such as albuma has the same 
basic function ir all species, 
the antigens on the protein 
molecule, which determine its 
surface shave and low it 
interacts with antibodies, can 
differ between species. 

A measure of the differen- 
ces gives a measure of the 
relatedness of the species. 
Furthermore, as changes to 
antigens occur in a random 
way at ga fairly constant rate 
over a long period, the dif- 
ferences can be used to esti- 
mate the date when two 
species eroled from their 
common ancestry.

fishing curb

Britrain’s inshore fishermen 
are fo carnpaign against a 
clause in the Wildlife and 
Countryside Bill, now going 
through Parliameur, which 
would restrict fishing and pos- 
sibly threaten their jobs. 

They say the clause was 
slipped into the Bil without 
consultations with the industry 
and they consider it a further 
intrusion înto inshore fishing 
operations. 

The clause seeks legal 
powers to designate ' marine 
nature resrves within which 
certain fishing practices, whe 
ther sporting or commêércial], 
will be prohibited in an area 
of up to 1,000 metres beyond 
the Jow water mark and 10 kilo- 
merres along the coast. 


The reserves are said to be j: 


for the conservation of wildlife, 
for r „ xroniroring and 
education. 

Mr Nigel Atkins, chief exe- 
cutive of the Natioual Federa- 
tion of Fishermen’s Organiza- 
tions, said Jjast night that the 
reserves could affect the earn- 
ings of inshore fishermen, 
whose margins had Deen trim- 
med to the limit. . 

The clause, he said, had been 
grafted ou to the Bill at the 
committee srage in the House 
of Lords, although a working 
party examined nature conser- 
ration and tie marine environ- 
ment in 1979 recormımeodedr 
that there should be full con- 
sulrarion with all parties about 
legislation to establish and 
manage nature reserves.
